Weekly Crop Report 


Reports submitted by the Agricul- 
tural Representatives show that in 
spite of showers ahd thunderstorms 
in various sections, an all-day rain is 
badly needed in most districts in On- 
terfo, Hail storms doing severe da- 
| mage in limiteMereas of North Well- 
ington and Dundas Counties are re- 
ported. 

Haying is nearing completion in 
Central, Western and Eastern sec- 
tions and about 50 per cent complet- 
ed in Northern ‘Ontario. The crop is 
reported to average about 50 per cent 
normal. The wheat harvest is nearly 
completed in Southern Ontario and 
well under way in Western Ontario. 
Yields reported are from 8 to 45 
bushels per acre, with the higher fig- 
ure being the: exception rather than 
the rule. nf 

In South Simcoe potatoes are yield; 
ing as much as 120 bags per acre 
with prices offered of around 75c. In 
Dufferin, growers are holding for 
$1.00 per bag, but sales are reported 
considerably below that figure. Second 
crop alfalfa is being harvested in 
Lambton and is a very light crop.

acre applied early in the spring. An- 
other application of 100 pounds sul- 
phate of ammonia is applied late in 
June. This complete fertilizer should 
be applied at east once every three 
years, while the nitrogenous fertilizer 
should be applied every year. 

The procedure recommended for 
those interested is as follows: 

1. Select a field near the stable that 
has a continuous supply of water and 
preferably has a shaded area con- 
nected with it. 

2. If in poor state of fertility, ap- 
ply the complete fertilizer early in the 
spring two years in succession, then 
once every three years. 

8. Apply the nitrogen carrying fer- 
tilizer every year and preferably in 
‘two applications, one in April and one 
in June. Nitrate of soda or nitrochalk 
may be used: instead of sulphate or 
ammonia, if cheaper. 

4. Keep the field pastured fairly 
closely, or to about 1 1-2 to 2 inches, 
using heifers and horses if necessary. 

5. Mow a clover field in late June 
to provide aftermath for the stock 
that will need to be removed from 
the pasture field in August when 
growth is less rapid. 

6. Scatter the droppings with a 
fork or harrow. 

7. If growth gets ahead of the 
i stock, mow the field before the grass 
starts to head.

Prepare For Fall Crops 
To insure having a supply of let- 
tuce, spinach, radish and chinese cab- 
bage for fall use, the seed should be 
sown at this time. 
The varieties that are best adapted | 
according to the Dominion Horticul- 
turist, are Grand Rapids and Iceberg 
lettuce; King of Denmark and Prin- 
cess Juliana spinach; Chihli and Pet- 
sai chinese cabbage and Scarlet Tur- 
nip White or Scarlet Globe radish. 
Should the soil be quite dry it is 
important to open the drills and if ir- 
rigation is available apply sufficient 
water to moisten the soil, and as soon 
as the land has dried so as to not 
be sticky the seeding should be done.

Foxtail Millet Hay 
The foxtail group of millets includes 
such common commercial varieties as 
Siberian, Golden, Common, Hungar- 
ian and Japanese.

THE CONTROL OF BROWN 
HEART OF TURNIPS 


(Experimental Farms Note) 

Brown heart of turnips is serving as 
an important limiting factor in the 
production of turnips in Eastern Can- 
ada. Affected turnips are unfit for 
table use. Unlike other turnip troubles 
there are no visible indications of the 
presence of this condition on the ex- 
ternal portions of the plant. The ear- 
Hest symptom is a water-soaked area 
in the central portion of the root. Af- 


which may eventually break do 
with the formation of a cavity. Phys- 
iological tests conducted at the Do- 
minion Laboratory of Plant Patholo- 
gy at Fredericton, N. B., revealed that 
this trouble is linked up with the ele- 
ment boron. Extensive field tests 
showed that ordinary borax applied 
at the rate of ten pounds per acre 
effected a favourable degree of con- 
trol of this trouble. The material used 
for these tests was a high grade fine- 
ly powdered borax which can be ob- 
tained at any drug store at approxi- 
mately ten cents a pound. In order to 
afford sufficient bulk for easy appli- 
cation the correct amount of chem- 
ical should be mixed with five to six 
times its own weight of dry earth 
which has been passed through a fine 
screen. Thorough mixing can be ach- 
jeved by sifting the borax into the 
earth during the mixing operation 
‘from a small tin or other suitable con- 
tainer with several holes punched in 


the cover. The borax mixture should 0 
ve applied directly in the drill and 


thoroughly raked in to avoid concen- 
trating the chemical in any one place. 


The treated areas should be allowed to] 


stand for three or four days before 
planting.

BIG RELIEF BILLS 
Sturgeon Falls and Sudbury have 
shown some thrilling figures on the 
question of government relief, but a 
glance at the figures supplied by 
Montreal as an estimate of the relief 
for this fall and winter for that city 
alone puts everything else aiong this 
line in the shade.

and legal recognition of labor unions 
as a party to employer-employee ne- 
gotiations will be provided in legisla- 
tion to be enacted by the Hepburn 
government, it was announced on 
Saturday by James F. Marsh, the new 
Deputy Minister of Labor. 

The present minimum wage law 
which deals only with women, will 
be abolished, Mr. Marsh said. Mini- 
mum wages, maximum hours and 
working conditions will be set for 
various sections of the province under 
@ provision which calls for the estab- 
lishment of zones, he stated. 

Labor officials welcomed Mr. 
Marsh’s announcement. At Ottawa 
Tom Moore, president of the Trades 
and Labor Congress, declared that 
labor would be pleased to co-operate 
in any tightening up of the minimum 
wage laws. Alderman Fred J. White, 
of Calgary, secretary of the Alberta 
Federation of Labor, described the 
proposal as representing the hope of 
labor. 

Important to the labor men was 
Mr. Marsh’s statement that company 
unions will not be recognized. In 
taking this step Ontario will be going 
ahead of the N. R. A. in the United 
States. The American law makes no 
distinction between types of unions. 
Recognized unions—in other words, 
the well known national or interna- 
tional organizations—will be the re- 
presentatives of labor in any employ- 
er-employee negotiations, Mr. Marsh 
said. 

Heavy fines will be levied on em- 


| ployers who fail to pay the mini- 


mum or evade the regulations regard- 
ing the working conditions, said the 
deputy minister. Employees who “kick 
back” part of their nominal wage and 
thus connive at omployer’s evasions 
will also be prosecuted.

The Egg Laying Contests 

An outstanding feature of the Egg 
Laying Contests which are conducted 
by the Experimental Farms Branch 
of the Federal Department of .Agri- 
culture throughout Canada is the high 
and particularly uniform production 
which has been attained. Excellent 
production has been maintained in 
this year’s contests in spite of the 
extremely high temperatures which 
have been general across the Domin- 
fon for long periods, which have 
made working conditions extremely 
difficult for egg production. 

The results obtained would point to 
the excellent constitution and laying 
ability built into contest birds by up- 
to-date methods of breeding as prac- 
ticed by the Registered poultry breed- 
ers of Canada.

Cleaning the Hen House 

At this time of year hen houses 
should be thoroughly cleaned, disin- 
fected, and whitewashed. At the 
Poultry Division, Central Experiment- 
al Farm, the following whitewash 
mixture has been used with satisfac- 
tion. 

Slake % bushel of lime with boiling 
water; strain and add one peck of 
salt, dissolved in warm water. Put 3 
pounds of ground rice in boiling wa- 
ter and boil to a thin paste. Dissolve 
% pound of powdered Spanish whit- 
ing and 1 pound of clear glue in warm 
water. Mix all these well together 
and let stand for several days. Keep 
over a portable furnace and apply 
hot with brushes. .
